ferm lately in verioui partt of thit continent. 

In pnctkally every section of it there has been 
going on e quiet but steady exodus from the city to 
the country. Abandcmed farms are getting new tenants 
Men who have toiled in Factories for years arc getting 
out on the open acres to try their hands at agriculture. 
Quldtpi used to. rremped city streets am dieoavera^ 
that country fi^ds can make fine pfeygrounds. 

To be sure, tho plight of agriculture is very little. 
*• •ny, bolter than that of tnduRry, The farmer i. 
having hit troubles just as the city ■"«« it—bat bm 
having ihqpi. in feet, for years. Prices paid for farm 
praduca are down, abd if the number of farmers it to 
increase they probably svill go still lower. 

^But the exodus continues; for when it-gets right 
ifovm lo a struggle for the bare necessities of life, the 
man oo a farm enjoys an enormous advantage over 
the city man. 

The farmer may be plagued by mortgages, high 
taxes, overinodaction end M on; but. unless he is a 
one<rop specialist, he docs not starve to death. He 
may not.have a dollar a the bank, or any mwwdiale 
prospects of getting any. but he has food in hit larder. 

, and he knows where tCMnorrow's meal is coming 
from. 

The factory hand—perhaps rt would be better lo 
®x-faclory hand ■ wcou to have been ponder- 
nif over this fact. A* a rcnih he is headinf for the 
country. A few acres along a dusty road look good 
to hun. ^«ven though he knms that they %vill never 
make him rich. They will take him out of the 
breadline. 1
